FOOTBALL 


Serious Allegations Against o Club 


Tho report of the Joint Com- 
mission of the London and Essex’ 
County Football Associations, to 
inquire ‘Into and deal. with mat- 
ters affecting tho Dagonhdm 
Town F.C, has been issued. 

The Commission had to Inves- 
tigate an allegation that the elub 
bad paid to an amateur player, 
J. Bancroft, ter shillings per 
week for four weeks in excess of 
hia actual expenses, ‘and a fur- 
ther allegation that, in connection 
with thelr Cup-tie against Brent- 
ford and Warley, gate tickets had 
been isaued for which no return 
wns made to the visiting club. 

Two mectinga were held, and 
the Commission, after hearing 
evidence from the interested 
parties, issued | the following re- 
port of thelr decisions:— 


(1) That the statement in writ- 
ing made by J. Hancroft that he 
had been paid sums by the Dagen- 
ham Town F.C. in excess of his 
netunl expenses was obtained 
under duress. 

(2) That the Commission c- 
cepted the player's evidence that 
the stntement was dictated to him 
by J. G. Read, and Is false. - 

(3) That J. G. Read be not per- 
mitted to take part in ony foot- 
ball management. 

(4) That E. Watkinson be 
severely censured for failing to 
report an alleged offence against 
the Amateur Rules. 

(5) That the allegation against 
the Dagenham Club that tickets 
were issued for which no account 
was rendered {fs “not proven.”

Sir W. Gilbey On Centrallsation 


Sir Walter Gilbey, Bart. tho 
well - known racchorse owner, 
wrote the following Icttcr to the 
hon, secretary of the Racing Pro- 
‘tection Branch of tho National 
Workmen’s Constitutional Councit 
reapecting the suggented 
tralisation of racing ‘to 
centres :— ‘ 

“In reply to your Ietter invit- 
ing an expression of my views 
upon the concentration of racing, 
the only opinion I have upon the 
same is that unless the result of 
the totalisator brings in constder- 
able sums to the funds of vari- 
ous rneccourser, especially the

MODERN CHURCHMAN’S VIEWS 


[By the Rey. A. C. Bouquet, D.D., Hulsean Lecturer, 1921-1925.] 


‘SERMON 


Before making any attempt at an 
historical survoy of Christian  re- 
nunelation, {t will, | think, be beat 
to devote u brief space to an 
endeavour to think. clearly. upon tho 
nature and causes of renunciation In 
general, and upon the principles 
which govern its exercise. 
First and foremost among the 
causes is the comparative shortness 
of human life, whether racial or 
individual, Obviously no human 
being can be or {gs expected to un- 
dergo every possible human ex- 
perience. Just as there is division 
of Inbour, so there must bo division 
of experience. Sooner or Jnter man 
comes .to feel the futility of trying 
to cram Into the short span of his 
earthly existence everything that 
can possibly be done. It may be 
Pleasant to taste briefly as many 
different types of experience as pos- 
alble, but he who fnils in good time 
to make a selection and to confine 
himself to serfoua specialisation 
within that department of experl- 
ence for which he seems by tem- 
perament and training to be suited 
will find himself sooner or Jater, 80 
to spenk, Jack of all trades and 
master of none, The principle upon 
which such a selection is based will 
be determined by the classification 
of values adopted in the case of 
each individual, I do not propose

siderable section of hunian experl- 
enco have done go because they held 
a pessimistic view of the unlverae, 
or at any rate of its-human denizens 
and their nature, and bellevod that 
the dilasful fulfilment of their 
destiny demanded a sacrifice on

find it advisable to institute some form of municipal control of purely 


domestic matters, 


The Association rightly feels that it is the duty of any com- 
munity to take an intelligent interest in municipal affairs, and ‘it 
hopes that the Government will see the wisdom of apportioning cer- 
tain duties to a local Council which would be actuated by a civic spirit 


all to the good of the Colony. 


rIt is well that an opinion almost diametrically opposed to that 
expressed by Sir Cecil Clementi should ‘thus carly be given promin- 
ence, as otherwise it might subsequently be asserted that “silence 
gave consent,”’and that the views of Sir Cecil were those of the 
entire community, or at least of the great majority. 

What Sir Cecil feared was that the creation of municipalities 
would duplicate the administrative machinery of the Colony to an 


intolerable extent. 


He feared that it would be excessively unecono- 


mical and would be open to all the political objections which would 
beset democratic institutions if introduced into Hong Kong. 

It ig some years since the Sunday Herald openly advocated the 
eréation in due course of a Municipal Council, and the observations 
made by the Kowloon Residents’ Association are merely an echo of 
what has been written in this column and in the China Mail many 
times within the past five years, to go no further back. With the tre- 
mendous development of Kowloon it cannot be doubted that the work 
of efficient administration is rapidly outgrowing the available re- 
sources of automatic Government Departments. The problem can- 
not be solved by adding to the perzonnel of the Unofficial member- 
ship cither of the Legislative Council or the Sanitary Board. Nor 
can it be solved by increasing to a considerable degree the number 
of Civil Servants, the great majority of whom have had no training 
whatever in civic as distinct from. purely: Governmental administra- 


tion. 


In the absence of opportunitics to make themselves thorough- 


ly acquainted with civic work they undoubtedly do well; but that fs 
beside the point. Certain duties must in the course of time be ap- 
portioned to a Council of some sort, no matter what namo it may be 
given, if the interests and the rights of the ratepayers are to bo care- 


fully considered and preserved. In other Crown Colonics there exist |: 


Municipal Councils, Sanitary Boards, and Rural Boards, none of 
which can be sald to duplicate the administrative machinery of the 
Colony to an’intolerable extent; none of which can bo said ‘to be 
excessively uncconomical; and few, if any, of which ore open to tho 
political objections that beset democratic institutichs, 

Having endorsed tho policy advocated for so long by the 
Sunday Herald. wo look to the Kowloon Residents’ Association to en- 
sure that the subject does not become dormant or forgotten!

KWANGSI CAMPAIGN 


Truce Follows a Severe 
Battle 


HEAVY LOSSES 


Canton, Last Night. 

Rumours of n compromise — be- 
tween the leaders of Kwangtung 
and Kwangsl, atill potaist. A truce 
hns been ordered by both aldes 
after n sovere battle at Paklau 
(south wost of Wuchow) at which 
Chang Fo-kuei’s army and Wang 
Shno-hung'’s army lost “heavily. 
The former's army lost over ten 
machine guns -and over 2,000 
troopg, killed or wounded. Tho 
Kwangsl armies fost a similar num. 
ber, ey re 

At the Paklau battle, Hiung Hon- 
ping’s diviston’ (Chan Tal-tang's 
followers) lost nearly half of his 
troops, being soverely defoated by 
Chang Fa-kuel’s troops. The Can- 
toncese and the combined forces of 
Chang Fa-kuel and the Kwangal 
had to retire in order to collect 
their remnants before another 
battle could be started. A truce, 
thorefore,.was automatically order- 
od by both aidos. 

After the truce had beon enforc- 
ed, the politicians of both sides 
engincered for a compromise, 
Theiy reasons were: (1) that both 
sides had boen at war for over a 
year and were unable to ellminate 
cither side; (2) that a war was go- 
ing to start in the north between 
President Chiang Kni-shek and 
Yon Hai-shan; (3) that both sides 
wish to see the result of the 
northern war. F 

Canton's Demands 

- It is reported that the Cantonese 
leadors demanded that the Kwang: 
si-ftes should part wlth Chang Fa- 
kuel (either by disarming hia 
troops or asking him to leave 
Liangkwang) and formally to de- 
clare their allegiance to the Cen- 
tral Government before the nego- 
tiation could begin, 

Mr. Ho Tung, Li Chnj-sum’s 
former Aide-de-Camp, accompany- 
ing’ Mr.- Li Tsi-man, Li Chat- 
sum’s brother, arrived in 
Canton from Nanking tho 
other day and: went ta = in- 
terview Chan Tsi-tang, They re 
turned to Canton ‘yesterday from 
Wuchow, and Chan Chak and Au 
Yang-kui. invited them to dinner 
Jast night. Their visit Is reported 
to be in connection with the peace 
of Liangkwang. It stated that Mr, 
Li Chai-sum might bo released and 
again resume: control -of ‘Liang. 
kwang.—(From a‘ Correspondent.) 

Report of General Tsoi 
Canton, Last Night. 

In an interview with pross re- 
presentatives, General Tso! Ting- 
kai, who came. back by ’plane to 
report to Chairman Chan Ming-shu, 
stated that there.was no special 
mission for his return except to re- 
port to Chairman Chan and await 
his instructions concerning the 
present campaign. His newly or- 
ganized training company was ins 
nugurated yesterday at the castern 
suburb. : 

Relative to the defeat of the 
enemy nt Paklau, the general sald 
that the Rebels had retreated to 
Kwelyuen and Chumchow. <At.pre- 
sent, his own army is stationed in 


Yungyuen for recuperation and re-, 


cruitment, while the divisions 
under Generals Yu Hon-mow and 
Chinng Kwang-ni are on the heela 
of the enemy. 

A portion of the rebel forces, ac- 
cording to reports, is retreating 
from Kweiyuen and Chumchow to- 
wards Wanyuen and Namning, and 
others to Liuchow. 

Regarding the 6th Route Army 
and the Hunan troops, General 
Tsol gave the Information that 
they sre advancing towards Chu- 
ping and. Moonshan, and that tho 
Hunan troops have . already cap- 
‘tured Chuenchow. No serious on- 
counter Is sald to have occurred, 08 
the enemy has lost much: of his 
morale, . 

The General concluded with the 
assurance that all the army units 
at tho front: ‘unanimously. voted 
their allegiance to support tho 
Central Government.—Canton News

A considerable amount of addl- 
tlonal ovidence was given In sup- 
port of tha scheme, 
othors by the Clork to tho Hol- 
lund (Lincolnshire) County .Coun- 
cl, the Mayor of Boston, who 
spoke for the Borough Council, 
and tho chairman of the Skegness 
Urban Diatrict Council, all of 
whom spoke of the benefits which 
would accrue, 

Mr. F, W. Donnis, a woll-known 
Lincolnshire agriculturist, raised 
the question of whethor, in con- 
nection with tho construction 
work, agricultural Iabourers would 
be attracted, and {in that way 
agriculture might suffer. 

Mr. J. H. Hutchinson; an membor 
of a big engincering firm, who 
yave evidence as to the roads, 
sald he did not think agriculture 
would suYfer in the way montion- 
ed.

fundamental Inventions 

The wheel was probably the first 
grent invontion, At any rate it 
wns the first effort to improve 
transport, Nearly all great inven- 
tions are for the purpose of con: 


veying motion from ong place to’ 


another; or to convert form to an- 
ther; or elxe to change the direc- 
tion or specd of motion.” 

Every man on n bleyclo illus. 
trates how we can change up and 
down, or reciprochting, motion, in- 
to rotary motion. His knecs mova 
ap and down, and the lower parts 
of his lega act as connecting rods 
to vonnect hia knees with 
cranks on his cycle. So the up and 
down motion of his knees is chang: 
ed into the rotary motion of the 
wheel. : 

James Watt applied this idea to 
the steam engine; and the up and 
down motion of the piston Js chang: 
ed by means of a connecting rod 
and crank to drive the shaft round 
and round, This happens daily In 
millions of motor cars. The up 
end down motion of the piston 
causes: the rear wheel of the car 
to rotate and these wheels push the 
ear forward, 

In the ordinary sewing machine 
the reverse takes place. The part 
which holds the needle takes its up 
and) down motion from.a wheel 
which is turned by hand or an elec- 
trie motor,

Criminns and felons can be 
apprehended under certain ¢elrcum- 
stances by the imprint of their 
automobile tyres (says the Sclentific 
Amorican). ’ From a selentific study 
of the tyre {mprint and comparisons 
with marks on. record In the 
Shoriff's office, It {8 posalble to 
determine the make and nize of tho 
tyre, which wheel {t is on, and the 
approximate type, lond., and apeed 
of tthe suspected cnr at the time the 
felony was committed. When sus- 
Dlelous-looking tyre marks are dis- 
covered near the scene of 1 crime, a 
try-squnre fs placed on the ground 
beside the marks, and measuremonts 
and photugrapha aro taken. Theso 
data are compared with offico ro- 
corda of the 460 different kinds of 
tyre-tread ‘patterns now in uso. 
After determining tho mnke, aizo, 
and position of the suspected tyro, 
officers watch for cars having tho 
dfatingulshing tyro or tyros.

TAXI-CAB CRISIS 


Singular: Situation 
in Paris 


‘ Paris, Jnn. 20. 

A slugular altuation has arisen in 
conneetion with the recent increase 
In taxi-cab fares. Two thousand of 
the small owners of cabs, finding 
thut they cannot obtain a auificlent 
number of fares and that tholr tak- 
{tis have been reduced by 60 por 
cent., aro talking of selling thalr 
vohiclos. Other drivers are dis- 
cussing the advisabllity of fynorlngt 
the new tariff and. of accepting 
lower fares, in the hope of winning 
back clienta. 

There are 18,000 tuxi-cabs on the 
streets of Parls, and one of the big 
companies ts on the eva of putting 
2,000 more vehicles into circulation, 
in spite of the fact that things are 
not golng woll, - There is also talk 
of building large garngea and of 
the Munleipal Council ‘ultimately 
buying up the taxl-cab company. 
These rumours have served to re- 
open the flood. gates of opposition 
against the Municipal Council, for 
If this new enterprise is atarted, it 
wlll. be the ratepayers who will have 
to pay. : 

All this ‘trouble has arisen 
through the abolition of the famous 
green enrd delivered to the drivers 
of motor vehiclus when they passed 
through the gates of Paris, and 
handed back when they returned 
and paid’ a tax on any extra petrol 
in their tank, Another cause of the 
trouble is the increase of tnxi-cab 
fares to a polnt at which the cabs 
cannot compete with the omnibus 
and tram-enar services which the 
Municipal Council controls. 


AGRICULTURE 


Hit by Home Traffic 
Bill 

“There is no doubt that the apecd- 
limit proposals for commercial 
vehicles, if put Into’ practiee, will 
affect agriculture very badly. Two 
sections of the industry Iw which 
specd is of the utmost importance 
are,” stales The Commercial Motor, 
“mile production and market 
gardening. 

“All vegetables, to be at their 
best and to realise the highest 
prices, must be of first-class quality 
and this is quite Impossible unless 
the produce can be delivered to the 
shops varly enough in the morning 
to be used on the table the same 
day, 7 

“The carly-morning delivery {s 
very Important during the season of, 
the soft fruits—cherries, straw- 
berries, currants, etc. Tho longer 
these fruits are kept in the packages 
after picking the more - freshness 
and quality are lost, whilst the 
longer they are on the road the 
worse becomes their condition. 


“Then as regards milk the posi- 
tion is of even more importance. 
Milk must be delivered fresh and 
these proposed restrictions will de- 
prive the public, to-a considorable 
extent, of the very elaborate syatem 
that has. been built up for deliver- 
ing milk quickly and in a fresh 
condition, There are other branches 
of the industry that will suffer and 
genernily it can be accepted that the 
proposed restrictions, will mean an 
economic blow tor the whole indus- 
dry” 


RAIL VERSUS ROAD 
What Enthusiasts 


Forese 
Enthusiasts’ for rad transport pro- 


fess to foresey (he dny when our rail- 
ways will be converted inta motor 
tracks, but ft la much more likely that 
they will he restored to their legitimate 
function ns carriers forall long-dis- 
tance traffle other than that of an ex- 
ceptional nature, such as gooda too 
bulky to be transported by rall, 


No arbitrary definition cun be given 
of long-distance trac, but given offece 
tive regulation of rond undertakings, 
it in probnblo that, in general, elther 
goods or passengers can be more con- 
ventently and econonileally carried by 
rall over distnnces much in excess of 
fifty, miles. So far aa pnssengers arr 
concerned, yreater distance rond tend 
to become beth slow and tedlous as com- 
pared with rofl travel, Tho matter {s 
on a differant footing as regards goods 
tramMc, an in this cane a balance must 
bo atruck between economy and spocd. 


Hit may be admitted that at the pro- 


nent time, goods can often bo carricd 
more than twice the stated distance 
both more cheaply and expedittously by 
road than by rail, but, on tho whole, 
the tendoncy fs for the cont of road 
transport to incrensa-and that of rail 
transport to decrease, and we bellova 
thnt tha rallways are now fully allve to 
tho Importnneo of eliminating vexatlous 
delays by apeoding up both. volldction 
and dellvory, and the elimination #0 far 
un possible of idlo time at depots, 

If we are correct In our surmine, thin 
proper function of road traMe becomes 
that of acting an mn feeder for long- 
dintance rail trame, and providing local 
services up to distances of about fifty 
miler, particularly {n tho. direction of 
Cross-country runs. Such @ programma 
leaves ample seope not only for the 
oxlating’ rout carriers, tt adequate 
provision for expanslonea—Englnenring, 


MOTOR MILLIONS 


How British Industry 
Grows 


“ — 

For every motor car produced In 
1907, British factorios produce 18 
to-day. ut prices avhich, on an aver- 
age, are 50 por cont, below tho pre- 
war level. Theso and other striking 
facts. aro set out Inu booklet 
eutitled = “Pridd of Achlevement,’* 
which has been produced by the 
Socicty of Motor Manufacturers and 
Tradera (British Manuficturors’ 
Section). 

It announces the start of an 
oxtonsive campaign to rogain the 
oversens markets that avere Toat oa 
a result of the war, and tells. the 
history of the romarkable progress 
made by the British motor industry 
at home during the Inst 30 yoara in 
face of many difficulties and derce 
compatition, . 

Links in the Chain 


The British section of tho socicty 
has opened offices In Australia, Now 
Zealand and South Africa as first 
links in a chain that is to connect 
world markets with the British 
factorles. 

During the first elght months in 
1929 Britain exported motor 
vehicles, chassis and parts to the 
value of £7,000,000—an increase of 
over 25 per cent. on the eorrespond- 
ing perlod last year. : 

In 1913 states the booklet, Bri- 
tain had just commenced to develop 
overseas markets, ‘and had exported 
9,000 cars that year, when the re- 
"sources of the industry were turned 
,to the manufacture of lorries and 
tanks for the war, and the export 
trade was strangled. 2 

“The stage fs now set for an era 
of expausion throughout the world,” 
continues the booklet. “British 
manufacturers svere never moro 
determined to do thefr best, not only 
for the welfare of the industry, but 
in order that they may play their 
part in maintaining British com- 
mercial prestige.” 

Growth at Home 


The growth of the industry at 
home is illustrated by some remark- 
able figures, 

In 1900 there were only 3,000 
motor vehicles — including private 
cara, cabs and commerelal yehieles— 
on the roads of Britain. Asa result 
of a 1,000-mile tour of motor cars 
throughout the country, organised 
by the Automobile Club (now the 
Royal Automobile Club), the num- 
ber of moters multiplied over 
sevenfold ‘in five years, jumping to 
23,000. a 

This year Britain has reached a 
record

ANDES CROSSED 


A British Six-Wheeler’s 
Feat — 


In establishing transportation by 
motor vehicle across the Andes. 
betweon the city of Riobamba and 
the town of Gurranda, the govern- 
ment of Ecuador had o problem to 
Bolve, says Motor Transport. For 
centuries the only means of trans- 
port were llamas, mules, donkeys 
and horses, At a cost of £6,000 
for the GO kilometres, the mountain 
road was widened a few feet. The 
gradients were not altered, and 
hairpin bends still exist in an neute 
form, but here and there bridges 
were provided by the expenditure of 
a little masonry, and now the old 
pack tral] [s a motor road! 


12 Passengers and %4-Ton 


Without. success acveral trucks 
were tried over this road until the 
Morris-Commercial, by the orders of 
the Director-General of Public 
Works, who had extensive testa of 
the truck carried out In the pre- 
sence of important witnesses, tackl- 
ed the problem of maintaining a ser- 
vice, and made a trip without a stop 
or hitch occurring. As the outcome 
of this performance, the Morris 
takes twelve passengers and half a 
ton of goods nenrly every trip, with 
safety and regularity whatovor tho 
weather conditions, and without 
having recourso to the use of chain 
tracks over tho mountain road. 

Including stops, the average timo 
token for the trip fa five hours, as 
compared with twenty-four hours 
taken by mule or horse transport. 
As previously atated, the distance fa 
only GO kilometres, but the gradients 
are so sovero that thoy must be 
allowed for whon consldering the 
timo taken. Under these tryins 
conditions the Morris engine did not 
overhent or stoll, whilat the braken 
wore used vory ttle, the descents 
boing negotiated with tho engine 
acting: ns a brake. No skidding or 
alde-slip was oxperienced. At tlie 
bonds In the rods, where the 
gradionts are usually most nevoro, 
{t waa found necessary to shunt 
backwanda In order to got round, 
Under theso conditions the hand 
brako held properly, and thore was 
no difficulty In rostarting.

“SKIDDING” . 


Views. of Professor 
Low ; 


“A particularly intoresting point 
has beon onuneiated,” avritea Pro- 
fessor Low In the Motor, “suggost- 
tng that rather much attention may 
be paid to the argumont which de- 
mands a low -contre of gravity to 
avald skidding. . 

“Tho tendoncy of any car to fly 
outwards ia hardly affected by its 
gonoral holght from the ground and 
I think it might be assumed that 
Ufting of the Inner wheels: would 
not directly decrease the grip upon 
tho surface average of all four 
wheels of the car. Tho immediate 
effect of the movement might well 
be to incrense any tendency 
possessed by tho inner wheels slight 
ly to penctrnto the surface, and if 
this niono affected. the skid the 
position of the centre of gravity 
would have no very great effect. 

“fam inclined to believe that 
many people do not mind a 
skid ff it is rensonably: con- 
trolinble ‘and that. it {8 the 
‘tilting = skid’ which is a0 
alarming when produced by the 
wheels striking some obstruction. I 
have often noticed that a very 
smooth stone on a perfectly smooth 
freasy surface will cause much un- 
pleasantness and I consider that 
this is the reason for tho benofits 
obtained from oa low-built ear in 
relation to its cornering powers. 

“As the vehicle is Ufted by the 
stone It-is nearly always given a 
sharp blow' which tends to push it 
away from its norma) course. Upon 
landing again there is o natural 
bounco attributable to the impos- 
albility of absorbing shocks dy 
means of the average spring, and 
the net result is that the car fa 
thrown sideways at a moment when 
none of the wheels is best situated 
to grip the surface. Obviously a 
high-built car will tend to greater 
rocking when the wheels are grip- 
ping in an irregular manner.”

Roads Over 
. Railways 


In tho early: months of Jast year 
The Commercial Motor published 
details of a comprehensive achome 
for. building roads above the rall- 
ways. This aroused enormous in- 
terest, extracts, often accompanied 
by illustrations, being reproduced in 
some 80 papers throughout tho 
country, whilst the article gave riso 
to considerable comment overseas, 

The main suggestion was to over- 
come the increasing congestion on 
the main exits from the Mctropolis 


by carryIng relief roads for a few 
miles over the raflways, when thoy 
could rejoin existing trunk roads, 
or, later on, might bo extended to 
becomo important routes. 

The Commercial Motor polnted 
out that it was quite aware of tho 
many difficulties, but that  theso 
Were not insuperable, and that it 
looked upon the matter of relfoving 
congestion as being one that requir- 
ed drastic treatment if semi- 
paralysis is not to occur in the near 
future, os 

The sceds which were sown may 
have fallen on barren ground in 
Britain, but apparently, not so in 
America, for the Grand Trunk 
Western Co. has just announced a 
plan to build an elevated motor road 
above its right of way from Detroit 


to Pontiac, Michigan, aubjoct to‘ the 
approval. of tho Clty Council of 
and the Public Utilitics Commission 
of Michigan. 

Tho elevated road will be designed 
to accommodato four lines of motor 
traille, the inner ones for cars 
travelling at high speed, and those © 
at ‘the outside for vehicles moving 
comparatively slowly. It Is. intend- 
ed to charge ao toll to users to 
amortize the cost. of construction 
and maintonanco. 

Tho importance of this move can 
be realised when conaslderation is 
given to the distance botweon tho 
terminal points, this boing 22 miles, 
which is greater than tho total 
length required over our four great 
rallivays to allevinte 
ditions in the Metropolitan aroa.

One of the mischievous tendencies of 
the Inst few years has been the mush- 
reom growth of rond transport agencies 
which, while proving a serious embar- 
rassment to the railways, have only 
served to delude the public -nbout what 
constitutes an economic rate of trans- 
port. In the boom years of 1927-28, 
many small companies were formed to 
operate road passenger rervicea, and 
the: companies succeeded in divert- 
ing n large amount of trnfMfc from the 
ynilways, partly by affording a novel 
renns of travel, but mainly by offer- 
ing to convey thelr passengers at farcs 
markedly helow the current. rate by 
rnb. 

‘{hoese companies enjoyed several for- 
tuitous advantages, os, apart from the 
fuct that they were only called upon to 
pay o relntively small proportion of 
the cost of road maintenance, they were 
nt liberty in many arens to select the 
most profitable, while ignoring un 
remunerative services, and_to employ 
relntively unskilled, and consequently 
Yow-paid labour, entirely-at their own 
discretion. Finally, no effective mea- 
sures were in existence to ensure that 


the vehicles which they employed were |. 


cither suitable or safe for the services. 

In spite of these advantages, how- 
over, it is an open secret that many of 
these companies are now faced with the 
alternatives of elther censing their acti- 
vities or substantially increasing their 
fares. There con be little question, 
therefore, that the coup de grace will 
te given to the continued existence of 
unceonomic rond transport by the im- 
plementation of the new Transport Act, 
There is no reasonable doubt that this 
Act will pass on to the Statute-book 
in due course, and it includes measures 
for removing all the anomalies to which 
reference has been made, other than in- 
erased lability on the part of road- 
transport undertakings for the upkeep 
of the ronds over which they run. To 
tha credit of the larger companies, it 
may be said that they hnve taken every 
precnution to ensure the reasonable 
comfort and snfety of their passengers, 
and the fair treatment of their staff, 
and they have only run at uneconomic 
rates when they were forced to do so 
by unfair coiapetition, The position of 
these companies in the future is of 
considerable interest to the public— 
Engineering.

After dealing with the activitles 
of Cheung and Chan In Hong Kong, 
Mr. Covey anid that $11,600 no 
doubt was paid to the first neeused, 
and he thousht that here one might 
prosume that out of that $11,600 he 
paid a large sum of money to one 
Chan Wai-ching, the only min, as 
far as could be made out, who knew 
how to get in communication with 
the plrates,, where ‘they Ilved and 
everything about them, 

“Skipped from Hong Kong” 

Chon Wal-ching skipped from 
Hong Kong with, it would seem, 

“ gome of the money. It was then 
about January MM, and the accused 
were arrested and the remainder of 
the money was found either upon 
thelr persons or In the house where 
they lived, und where first accused 
had his family with him and carried 
on his business. 

From this point it wag very ensy 
to gather the grrangements that had 
been. made between the first accused 
and Chan Wal-ching. Chan Wal- 
ching no doubt had come to Hong 
Hong as an agent of the kidnappera 
or pirates. Ie had come as n poor 
man to see how hls masters on the 
hills could enrich themselves; and 
he hnd yone away, or should have 
gone away, with about $2,600, for 
ho left $1,800 with the second acs 
cused for'safe keeping. 

Chan Wal-ching would produce 
the money to the pirates or kidnap- 
pers, would have related what other 
moneys there were, and would have 
told the pirates or kidnappers that 
upon: Hau’s arrival In Hong Kong, 
the moncys, less commission, would 
be paid over to their messenger. 

“The Pallce stepped in and spoilt 
all chance of Hsu's release!” 

Trading With Pirates 

Mr. Covey then dealt with the law 
as promulgated in this Colony, 
namely, Section 4 of the Piracy 
Ordinance, No, 1 of 1869, and sug- 
gested that by the wording it might 
be Inferred that it applied only to 
trading with any pirate after a 
piracy had been committed, 

After referring to authorities and 
the Piracy Act in Enyland, Mr. 
Covey proceeded to deal piegemenl 
with the wording of Seetion 4 of the 
Ordinance. ‘The first four words of 
the section were: “In any way con- 
sults," 

Mr. Covey asked if there had been 
any vestige of evidence that his 
elients had cansulted with any 
pirate, He maintained that no- 
where had there been either direct 
or indlre:t ev lence to show that 
they had consulted with any pirates, 
kidnappers, abductors, or bandits. 

The next word was “combine.” 
He asked if it could be shown any- 
where throughout the evidence that 
accused had combined with any 
single person, He suggested that if 
there had been any combination at 
all with any persons, then ft waa 
with Cheung King-yuet, Chan Ho- 
piu, Liu Chow-yan and Chow Man- 
king. Certainly not with any 
pirate. 

Accused As A Medium 

Dealing. with his cross-examina- 
tion of Cheung King-yuct, Mr. 
Covey said that when he asked him 
in what capacity he thought first 
aveused was acting, his reply had 
been: ‘I'he object is to ransom Mr. 
Hou.” ‘ 

Then the man Chow Man-king, in 
his croya-exumination had sald: “My 
opinion of the first accused ja as a 
medium. The first accused was oct. 
ing in the interests of Hau. If tho 
Pollee had not interfered Hsu would 
be free to-day through the kindness 
and help of the first accused.” 

“T ennnot ace that there has been 
any proof of combination in this 
case,” anid Mr. Covey. i. 

Dealing with the word “confeder- 
ate,” Mr. Covey read the definition 
of that word in Stround’s Judicial 
Dictionary, and spid that neither 
“sollusion” nor “conjuration™ would 
seem to apply to the canc, because, 
ag he had already sald, there had 
been absolutely no proof, of con- 
spiracy. 

Then ho came to the word 
“correspond” and sald that he was 
taking it to have and carry the 
ordinary meaning In English, 

Where, ho asked, had the evid- 
once proved other. than that Liu 
Chow-yan wroto the lottera and 
thant Cheung King-yuot algned 
thom? ‘Tho onvelopes, too, wore 
addressed by Cheung and handed 
to firat accunod and he was pald 
a mosnonger’s foe, no doubt, to 
convey the letters to tho pirnton’ 
agont. Both Choung and Chow 
Man-king had agreed on that point. 

No Proof of Correspondence

information to get to Shanghal, 
There had been no proof of any 
correspondence nt all—except from 
the Shanghal people. Certainly not 
from either of the accused, 

Next, Mr. Covey dealt with the 
words: “corresponds with “any 
pirate knowing him to bo guilty 
af pirncy.” He maintained that 
there had been not one word to 
prove that the necused know any- 
thing concerning pirates. His 
clients’ whole dealings had been 
with the four men, they had hoard 


go much about, and in that regard |, 


he (Mr. Covey) had put questions 
In crosa-examination af Chow 
Man-king which drew from him a 
denial that he was a pirate or that 
he had ever thought of enriching 
himself with a bullet or dollars. 
He also gave the opinion that the 


other three men, Cheung, Chan and 


Lin were not pirates. 

Mr. Covey then submitted that 
the prosecution had completely 
failed to make out any cane against 
elther ofthe two accused, oven If 
they were to suppose that section 
4, of Ordinance No. 1, of 1868 in- 
cluded in it the word “ransom” and 
made it an offence, ‘ 

Definition of “Ransom”. 

He read the definition of “ran- 
som" in ' the Encyclopacdia 
of the Luws of England, 
and osaid) that under — that 
description it would be noted that 
the Crown granted a ransom of 
purticular offenders to private per- 
sons, -Ho thought that after read- 
ing that description they could 
safely say that there is no law that 
a man, woman or child shall not 
be ransomed. 

Here Mr. Covey made reference 
to the efforts made by the Rev. 
Forbes Tochen, who succeeded in 
securing the ransom of Capt. 
Laylor of the a.s. Hsien Tien, in 
December 1927, For that service 
Mr. Tochen was awarded « the 
C.B.E., in January 1928. 

He (Mr. Covey) would not go #0 
{nr ay to say that elther of his 
cHents should have recelved or 
been recommended for any such 
decoration, but he would say that 
neither should have been charged 
and made to suffer six weeks’ im- 
prisonment. 

If the Police in 1928 had con- 
sidered that the wording of the 
Ordinance did in truth apply to 
ransoming, then Mr..Tochen should 
have been made an example of, for 
he obviously was in direct com- 
munication with pirntes, but he 
got the C.B.B.t 

Mr. Covey also criticlacd tho 
other charges against the accus- 
ed, and pointed out that what 
Cheung King-yuet said in answer 
to his attempt to find out as to 
whether first accused = hnd used 
any threats to him, wags that the 
only reference to Hau’s health or 
treatment was in Hsu’s own let- 
tar, : 

Then, the witness Chow Man- 
king, similarly questioned, sold 
that when he: and first accused 
tnlked about Heu, first accused 
aald: “I think Hsu is quite safe. 
If the matter can be settled. 
earlier he need not suffer, 
nor will he be in danger.” So 
where was the proof of threaten- 
ing? 

No Evidence of Criminality 

In conclusion, Mr. Covey sub- 
mitted that there had been no ovi- 
dence whatever of criminality, or 
intention to commit ao crime on 
the part of the firat accused. 

With regard to -second accused, 
he submitted that thero had been 
absolutely no evidence whatever 
to prove him in any way guilty 
af coven attempting to ransom 
Hau, or of any criminal act or 
intention. Tho only evidence 
against him had been of $900 be- 
ing found inside ench boot that 
he was woaring at the time of his 
arrest. “A very snfo place, too, 
to horde your wealth!” 

Mr. Covey asked for the. dis- 
missnt of both accused, saying 
that he felt assured that the At- 
torney-Genoral would, {f a com- 
mittal were made, onter no tolle 
prorequi, or failing that, tha Judgo 
would not permit such a case to 
xo before a Jury, and that if. he 
did, a Jury would not convict. 

: Tho Case of Hat 

Finally, Mr. Covey proposed 
that the monoya in the hands of 

ho =Polleo should «bo pal to 
truntean, other than tho Police, for 
the respective partles from whom 
they woro taken; to uae thelr ut- 
mont ondeavotira to obtain the ro- 
lense of Hau. | 

In thin regard he would say 
that he had consultod flrat accun- 
ed and asked {if {[n hia opinton it 


would be possible to get the ro- 
lense of Hau, Accused's answer 
was that if he were given ‘two 
months he would endeavour to got 
in touch with Chan Wal-ching, 
who, he thought, would get In 
touch with Hoeu'’s captors, and by 
this means he was certain that ho 
could get Hsu in Hong Kong. 

The moncys could be hold in 
Hong Kong and a portion of It, 
say $6,000, could be handed to 
Hsu in Hong Kong and he could 
give It to the kidnappers’ messen- 
ger. The balance, Mr. Covey 
thought, could be handed back to 
the accused, as they would have 
been Instrumental in obtaining 
what they first sct out to do—get 
Hsu's release. ; : 

Defence Reserved 

As already stated, his Worship 
decided to commit, remarking that 
he held that there were cases 
against the necused. Ae 

Mr. Covey then reserved his de- 
fence, und applied for bail. 

Mr. Somerset Fitzroy said he 
would leave bail to his Worship, 
but must point out that $2,000 was 
still missing. : 

His Worship decided not to 
grant bail to first accused, and in 
the case of No. 2 fixed it at 
$5,000 In cash and two suretics 
of $6,000 each.

Plenary Meeting Decides

COUNTRY THREATENED 
Canton, Last Night. 

In the recent telegram sent by tho 
Kwangtung Provincin] Council to the 
Seerctarint of the 3rd Plenary mect- 
ing to be held to-day at the Capital, tho 
following pofnts were emphasised, con.

Tako, for instance, Yuan Shi-kat, the 
noted militarlat of the north, who con- 
templated an empire for China. What 
was tho ensuing result of the unscrupul- 
ous action? Tako the recent caso of 
Fong Yuehslang ond Tang Song-chi. 
They have both recelved thelr punish. 
ment for their open disregard and ro- 
volt ngainst the Government.
